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Now  that  llie  provisional  government  lias 
found  it  advisable  to  extend  the  time  for 
foreigners  to  register  their  refusal  to  accept 
Brazilian  citizenship,  why  not  take  one 
more  step  and  put  the  question  on  a  solid 
rational  basis  ?  Instead  of  registering  those 
who  do  not  wish  to  be  naturalized.  let  the 
government  open  books  for  the  registry  of 
those  who  do  wish  to  make  such  a  change, 
and  then  there  will  be  no  complications,  no 
ill  feeling,  and  no  necessity  for  extending 
the  period  marked.  Craw-fish  legislation, 
or  approaching  a  desired  object  backwards, 
is  a  very  slow,  painful  and  uncertain  method 
of  political  advancement.  If  Brazil  wishes 
the  foreigner  to  naturalize,  let  the  door  be 
opened  and  a  dignified  invitation  be  issued. 
I!  he  accepts,  neither  loses  dignity,  nor 
does  violence  to  the  other's  feelings.  And 
if  he  refuses, 'then  their  relationship  con- 
tinues as  before. 


Will  the  Paiz  permit  us  to  again  call 
their  attention  to  the  Catholic  party  ?  Our 
first  discussion  of  the  question,  although 
followed  within  a  few  days  by  the  formal 
organization  of  that  party  in  this  city,  led 
our  hopeful  colleague  to  assert  that  we  were 
alarmed  without  reason,  and  that  there 
would  be  no  crossing  swords  between  the 
church  and  the  republic.  We  do  not  care 
to  discuss  vague  probabilities,  nor  to  insist 
upon  alarming  contingencies,  but  in  view 
of  the  open  organization  of  the  Catholic 
party  in  Sao  Paulo,  Rio  Grande  and  other 
stales,  does  our  colleague  still  consider  the 
danger  as  imaginary?  It  is  absurd  to  de- 
claim against  such  a  party,  for  it  exists  all 
over  Europe  and  is  not  unknown  in  the 
neighboring  republics.  As  it  is  the  only 
party  in  Brazil  which  is  being  organized  on 
well  defined  issues  and  for  a  definite  pur- 
pose, it  is  in  our  opinion  sheer  madness  to 
ignore  it.  While  the  republicans  are  busy 
securing  appointments  and  parading  their 
new  decorations  and  uniforms,  the  church 
is  hard  at  work  organizing  for  the  elections 
and  instructing  the  people  against  the  new 
ideas.  And  unless  the  leaders  of  the  rev- 
olution wake  up  and  do  a  little  hard  work 
before  the  elections,  the  15th  September 
will  turn  the  tables  on  them  as  completely 
as  the  15th  November  turned  them  on  the 
monarchy.  The  strength  and  influence  of 
the  church  are  as  yet  unknown,  but  no  wise 
man  will  make  the  mistake  of  sneering 
at  them. 


Thf  importers  of  this  city  have  at  last 
awakened  to  the  substantial  fact  that  they 
must  act  for  themselves,  and  act  vigorously, 
if  they  wish  to  escape  the  consequences  of 
mischievous  laws  and  mistaken  theories.  It 
Ions  since  became  hopeless  to  expect  any- 
thing else  from  the  Associacao  Commercial 
except  the  organization  of  manifestations  to 
ministers  and  other  notabilities,  and  the  ad- 
vocacy of  schemes  designed  to  secure  bene- 
fits for  planters  and  politicians.  All  through 
the  controversy  over  the  creation  of  a  most 
vicious  banking  system  the  Associacao  has 
remained  silent;  even  the  unjust  and  most 
'inexcusable  attack  on  the  foreign  importers, 
who  chiefly  support  this  organization,  failed 
to  excite  one  single  word  ol  remonstrance. 
And  now,  under  the  impending  enforce- 
ment of  an  arbitrary  regulation  for  the  col- 
lection of  20  per  cent,   of  import  duties  in 


gold,  which  will  not  only  he  an  increase  of 
taxation  but  also  a  vexation  to  importers 
and  an  obstacle  to  the  dispatch  of  business 
in  the  custom-house,  the  continued  silence 
of  the  Associacao  has  driven  the  merchants 
of  this  city  to  the  recourse  of  drawing  up  a 
protest  against  the  measure.  The  text  of 
this  protest,  which  we  reproduce  in  another 
column,  shows  that  the  importers  have  at 
last  become  thoroughly  aroused  to  the  per- 
ils of  the  situation.  It  is  idle  to  treat  their 
arguments  with  the  contemptuous  flippancy 
manifested  in  the  reply  of  the  minister  of 
finance,  which  appeared  in  the  Diario  Offi- 
<7.7/ of  the  14th,  for  the  importing  firms  of 
this  city  are  too  intelligent,  respectable  and 
influential  to  merit  such  treatment,  It 
must  be  admitted  that  they  are  fully  in- 
formed on  this  subject,  and  that  no  one  can 
better  foresee  the  results  of  the  policy  inaug- 
urated by  the  minister  of  finance.  Whether 
natives,  or  foreigners,  they  can  have  no  wish 
to  embarrass  the  government,  for  that  would 
lead  to  their  own  risk  and  loss,  As  a  rule, 
the  mercantile  classes  are  always  conserva- 
tive and  are  always  inclined  to  submit 
rather  than  oppose,  when  burdens  are  im- 
posed upon  them  by  the  government.  For 
this  reason  their  protest  merits  the  thought- 
ful consideration  of  the  chief  of  suite,  to 
whose  sense  of  justice  ami  patriotism  they 
are  compelled  to  appeal.  Similar  protest's 
have  been  made  from  almost  every  seaport 
In  Brazil,  only  to  be  treated  with  discour- 
tesy and  disregard  by  the  minister;  Now 
that  the  most  influential  firms  of  this  capi- 
tal have  joined  in  the  protest,  the  chief  of 
die  provisional  government  must  give  ii  a 
hearing.  And  in  this,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  urge  that  the  question  has  become  vital, 
whether  the  minister  of  finance  is  to  be  per- 
mitted to  continue  a  policy  which  the  busi- 
ness interests  of  the  country  consider  to  be 
perilous  to  the  last  degree. 


Although  the  minister  of  justice  con- 
sidered it  necessary  on  the  1  ith  instant  to 
issue  a  circular  to  the  effect  that  no  mar- 
riage not  celebrated  strictly  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  civil  marriage 
decree  of  241b  January  last,  which  entered 
into  effect  on  the  24th  ultimo,  would  be 
recognized  as  valid  and  legal,  still  two  days 
later  he  found  it  advisable  to  issue  an 
amendatory  decree  providing  for  exceptional 
recourses  and  dispensations  in  the  official 
publication  of  the  bans.  The  remedies 
thus  afforded  are  unquestionably  just  and 
necessary,  butlhe  mere  fact  that  it  is  found 
necessary  to  provide  (or  them  so  soon  after 
the  civil  marriage  act  has  entered  into  force, 
is  a  conclusive  proof  that  the  law  is  not  just 
what  it  should  be.  We  have  always  held 
that  civil  marriage  is  a  necessity  in  Brazil, 
and  that  much  of  the  moral  and  material 
development  of  the  country  depends  upon 
it.  It  can  not  be  disputed  that  the  church 
has  grossly  abused  its  authority  in  this 
matter,  and  that  much  of  the  immorality 
and  apathy  existing  throughout  the  whole 
country  is  very  largely  due  to  this  one 
abuse.  To  correct  this  evil  a  recourse  to 
the  civil  authorities  was  urgently  needed. 
It  would  seem,  however,  that  tole'rance  and 
liberality  are  so  imperfectly  understood 
among  Brazilian  reformers  that  they  can 
never  correct  one  abuse  without  creating 
another.  If  tbe  people  are  to  be  freed  from 
one  autocratic  authority,  only  to  be  thrown 
into  the  grasp  of  another,  where  is  the  ad- 
vantage? All  that  the  country  really  needed 
was  a  simple  act  requiring  the  issue  of  a 
license  to  applicants  upon  proofs  that  no 
legal  impediments  exist,  the  celebration  of 
the-  marriage  ceremony  by  duly  legalized 
parties,  whether  clergymen  or  justices,  and, 
finally,  the  proper  registration  of  die  mar- 
riage. The  licence  should  be  required  as  a 
preventive  measure  against  improper  and 
illegal  marriages,  while  registration  is  neces- 
sary for  legal  recourses  and  proofs.  The 
ceremony  is  altogether  immaterial,  [f  the 
contracting  parties  prefer  the  religious 
ceremony,  then  the  law  should  hold  it 
valid  and  binding— instead  of  violating  the 
conscientious  belief  of  the  majority  of  men 
and  women  who  look  upon  the  act  more  as  . 
a  covenant  and  a  religious  rite,  than  as  a 
civil  contract.  It  is  a  serious  mistake  to 
antagonize  men  on  such  grounds  as  these. 
Licence  and  registration  arc  all  we  require 
to  protect  society  against  imposture  ami 
crime  ;  beyond  that  it  is  not  necessary  to 
go.  It  ought  to  be  the  prime  object  of  the 
state  to  legalize  and  make  binding  every 
possible  form  of  ceremony,  in  order  to 
reduce  the  demoralizing  influences  of  ir- 
regular unions  and  illegitimacv.  Even  a 
public  declaration  by  a  man  that  a  certain 
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woman  is  his  wife  might  better  be  held 
valid,  than  to  restrict  all  marriages  to  the 
one  inflexible  civil  ceremony  and  declare 
all  others  illegal.  This  is  simply  sub- 
stituting one  tyranny  for  another. 

GOLD  DU71MS. 

The  following  is  the  translation  of  the  repre- 
sentation from  the  principal  importers  of  Rio  to 
the  minister  of  finance  against  the  decree  ordering 
the  collection  of  ao  per  cent,  of  import  duties  in 
gold  on  anil  after  July  ist  next. 

Sr,  Minister: 

The  undersigned,  importing  merchants  of  this 
city,  come  respectfully  to  complain  against  the 
decree  of  May  loth  last,  which  ordered  there  should 
he  collected  at  the  custom  house,  from  July  1st  of 
the  current  year  forward,  n  percentage  of  duties 
lor  consumption  in  gold  money,  at  its  legal  value, 
upon  each  importation  dispatch  of  foreign  mer- 
chandise. 

This  measure,  without  producing  advantage  for 
the  financial  situation  of  the  country,  will  not  pro- 
duce other  result  except  to  render  still  more  pre- 
carious the  already  difficult  and  embarrassed 
position  of  the  import  trade. 

It  is  true  that  the  import  trade  has  the  resource 
ol  enacting  from  the  consumer  the  excess  which, 
whether  represented  by  the  depreciation  of  the 
circulating  paper  and  the  consequent  decline  in 
exchange,  or  by  other  causes,  the  public  authority 
may  demand  of  it;  but  everything  has  a  limit  and 
to  still  further  aggravate  taxes  at  the  present  tir 
as  occurs  through  the  measure  decreed,  is 
place  eftecdye  and    real    hindrances    to    national

obligatory  quota' of  gold  wilt  unfavorably  affect 
importation,  reducing  it  through  the  growing  de- 
pression of  the  import  trade,  which  can  not,  under 
such  varying  legislation,  have  a  constant,  safe  and 
firm  policy  to  follow,  but  also  because  lar  from 
the  effect  of  the  sliding  scale  being  to  maintain 
exchange  at  a  reasonable  level,  this  will  fluctuate 
in  an  unforeseen  manner,  most  certainly  affected  by 
the  speculation  produced  by  Hie  imperious  neces- 
sity for  gold,  and  which  will  be  imposed  by  the 
presence  of  a  paper  circulation  still  inconvertible 
tor  a  long  period. 

Beyond  the  reasons  expounded,  which  are  based 
upon  a  misinterpretation  of  laws,  nevertheless  well 
recognized,  and  of  inevitable  effects,  others  may 
he  added  of  diverse  order,  but  all  advancing  to- 
wards the  same  result,  which  is  to  strengthen  the 
assertion  that  the  decree  ot  May  10th  is  nothing 
more  than  a  hard  and  unexpected  blow  to  the  mi- 
port  trade. 

In  reality,  of  what  means  can  this  trade  avail 
from  its  interest  in  an  advance  in  exchange,  to  pre- 
vent fluctuations  which  occur  in  the  value  of  the 
currency  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  international 
trade  ? 

It  does  not  belong  to  the  import  trade  to  provide 
for  an  equilibrium  in  the  scales  between  imports 
and  exports;  such  high  attributes  pertain  to  others. 
In  the  exercise  of  its  activity  and  industry,  it  mere- 
ly avails  of  and  devclopes  the.  elements  it  finds, 
but  it  has  no  direct  means  of  promoting  or  creat- 
ing these. 

And  it  is  well  to  consider  that  the  present  cir- 
cumstances are  not  of  so  favorable  a  character  as 
to  place  trade  in  the  advantageous  position  of  dis- 
posing of  sufficient  capital  to  supply  itself  with 
gold,  as  the  decree  wishes,  and  this  within  a 
month's  time,  when  it  is  well  known  that  the 
heavy  duties,  the  distant  consuming  centres,  the 
large  expenses  incurred  by  trade  in  the  country, 
and  other  causes,  do  not  permit  of  disposable 
accumulations,  as  is  readily  assumed  by  the 
decree  of  May  loth. 

In  this  manner  every  import  merchant  will  be  a 
competitor  in  the  gold  market,  from  which  will 
arise  innumerable  speculations,  that  will  produce, 
as  always  happens,  inevitable  evils. 

It  appears  then  to  the  undersigned  that  the 
provision  made,  being  empiric,  will  not  bring  forth 
the  desired  result,  but  rather  will  have  as  a  con- 
sequence the  embarrassment  of  trade  ill  its  regular 
channels. 

Nor  is  there  applicable  to  the  case  outside  ex- 
periment or  example,  for  there  has  been  not  one 
that  covers  identical  circumstances. 

Even  in  the  Argentine  Republic,  which  appears 
to  be  the  motive  for  such  a  measure,  public 
opinion  is  unfavorable  to  the  collection  ol  50  per 
cent,  of  customs  duties  in  gold,  "because  it  will 
enhance  the   value  o I  metallic  money,  aggravating 


Beyond  the  truthful  and  valuable  reasons  adduced 
in  that  representation,  reasons  which  fully  justify 
it,  and  which  the  undersigned  endorse  wilhoul  re- 
striction, regretful  that  they  were  debarred  the  op- 
portunity ofsigning  it,  there  may  be  added  the  im- 
portant circumstance  that  jerked-beef  is  an  article 
of  the  first  necessity,  already  excessively  over- 
charged by  duties,  and  is  the  exclusive  and  inlrans- 
mutable  food  of  the  poor  classes. 

The  undersigned,  representatives  of  an  import- 
ant branch  of  the  trade  of  this  city,  which  certainly 
must  merit  the  highest  protection  from  the  public 
authorities,  therefore  hope  that  you  will,  fir.  Mi- 
nister, deign  to  reconsider  the  decree  of  May  loth 
of  the  current  year  and  conclude  by  asking 

Justice.

—The  Club  of  the  Volunteers  ol  the  Fatherland 
of  S.  Paulo  has  elected  Sr.  Moreno,  Argentine 
minister,  its  honorary  president. 

—The  governor  of  Pernambuco  wants  1,200 
Spencer  carbines  for  his  policemen.  Who  is 
threatening  Sr.  Martins  jr.  that  so  many  carbines 
are  needed  ? 

— Telegraphic  advices  from  Bahia  lead  to  a  belief 
that  the  former  liberal  and  conservative  parties 
will  each  present  a  list  of  candidates  at  the  coming 
elections. 

—The  Santos  intendencia  has  increased  the 
municipal  revenue  estimates  from  452,300$  to 
575,210$.  Clearly  the  republic  is  not  going  to 
free  its  from  the  tyranny  of  taxation. 

—We  see  by  the  Eslado  do  F.spirito  Sax  to  that 
Mr,  Jean  Zinzen  has  been  appointed  consular 
agent  of  the  United  States  at  Victoria,  Espirito 
Santo.  Mr.  Zinzen  took  charge  of  the  office  on 
the  30th  ult. 

—The  PJiarol,  of  Juiz  de  Fdra,  of  the  12II1  inst,, 
hears  that  Gov.  Joao  Pinheiio,  ol  Minas  Geraes,  is 
about  to  resign,  in  order  to  run  for  the  so-called 
constituent  assembly.  The  youthful  governor  ought 
to  have  done  this  long  ago. 

—The  Nictheroy  tram  company  is  having  built 
a  special  car  for  the  use  of  Gen.  Deodoro,  who  is 
to  assist  at  the  manifestation  to  Gov.  Portella  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro  on  1  uly  22nd.  The  company  might 
much  better  use  the  money  for  improving  its  line. 
—A  farmer  in  the  municipality  of  Lages,  Santa 
Catharina,  was  seized  by  madness  on  the  14th  ult. 
He  drove  all  his  family  out  of  the  house  and  made 
a  bonfire  of  the  beds,  bedding,  etc.,  and  it  is  sup. 
posed  money  and  valuable  documents  were  also 
consumed. 

—The  typographical  blunder  which  made  June 
I4II1  a  holiday,  instead  of  July  14th.  caused  the 
closing  of  the  Santos  custom  bouse  last  Saturday 
altehioon.  The  hunger  for  more  holidays  is 
something  almost  incredible.  Is  all  Brazil  to  go 
a-loafing? 

— Viscoiule  de  Serro  Frio  thinks  that  the  capital 
of  Minas  Geraes  should  be  removed  to  the  mosi 
convenient  point  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Parauna  and  Velhas  rivers.  Why  not  at 
once  apply  for  an  extension  of  the  Sapucahy  rail- 
way to  that  spot? 

—On  the  12th  inst.  the  first  civil  marriages  were 
celebrated  at  Nictheroy.  The  city  hall  where  the 
ceremony  was  held  was  decorated  and  Gov.  Por- 
tella was  not  only  present,  but  was  presented  with 
a  wreath.  The  governor  was  more  conspicuous 
than  the  bride. 

—A  Sr.  Vietra  Leal,  secretary  of  Maranhao, 
deserves  mention.  He  came  here  on  a  visit  and 
has  secured  a  railway  for  his  state,  a  loan  of 
300,000$,  and  an  endorsement  from  the  minister  of 
finance  to  borrow  100,000$  for  colonization  and 
24,000$  lor  catechizing  Indians. 

—Recent  telegrams  from  Porto  Alegre,  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul,  state  that  Gen.  Costa,  the  governor, 
has  been  endorsed  by  the  press  and  quietness  pre- 
vailed in  the  state.  That  little  thunder  storm  on 
May  13th  appears  to  have  cleared  the  political 
atmosphere  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

—From  published  items  in  the  Rio  press  on  the 
I2th  it  is  evident  that  Gen.  Alvim  will  have  to  ask 
for  a  new  credit  to  keep  the  people  ol  Sergipe  from 
starving.  Can  not  the  government  give  these 
people  a  sound,  square  meal  at  once  and  have 
done  with  these  constant  appeals  for  assistance? 


—The  Catholic  reunion  nt  S.  Paulo  yesterday 
for  the    organization   of   a    political    party,    was 

attended  by  about  800  persons.  The  organization 
was  successfully  accomplished,  and  it  was  resolved 
to  establish  local  directories  throughout  the  whole 
stale. 

—Recent  advices  from  Sergipe  are  contradictory. 
On  llie  81I1  one  of  the  Rio  journals  publishes 
glowing  accounts  of  the  prospects  ol  the  sugar 
crop,  and  on  the  same  day  another  states  that  the 
people  are  abandoning  the  state  from  fear  of 
starvation.  And  both  quote  the  same  Sergipe 
journal  ! 

—0  Paiz  on  the  12th  makes  an  extract  from  a 
letter  addressed  lo  0  Apostolo,  the  Roman  Catholic 
journal  of  this  city, from. Itapemi rim,  Espirito  Santo, 
in  which  it  is  stated  that  to  avoid  the  civil  marriage 
decree  girls  had  been  taken  from  school  to  be  mar- 
ried.  The  extract  does  not  say  whether  the  poor 
children  were  sent  back  again. 

—We  regret  to  note  llie  death  of  Mr,  Henry 
Broad,  lor  several  years  United  Stales  vice-consul 
at  Santos,  which  occurred  in  that  city  on  the 
9th  inst.  Mr.  Broad  was  widely  known  in  this 
part  ol  Brazil,  having  been  engaged  in  mercantile 
pursuits  in  Rio,  S.  Paulo  and  Santos.  He  had 
been  in  poor  health  for  many  years. 

—The  Sao  I'aulo  Catholics  met  yesterday  in  that 
city  to  organize  the  Catholic  party  for  the  state  of 
Sao  I'aulo.  The  call  was  signed  by  the  vicar- 
general,  the  bishop's  secretary  and  a  number  of 
prominent  Catholics,  and  was  issued  with  the 
bishop's  knowledge  and  advice.  Those  who  think 
that  the  church  has  given  up  the  fight  are  very 
much  deceived. 

-On  the  nth  Itapemirim,  Espirito  Santo,  tel- 
egraphed its  indignation  that  the  parish  priest  had 
married  a  couple  before  the  civil  ceremonies  had 
been  completed.  This  is  sheer  nonsense  ;  the 
decree  permits  the  religious  ceremony  to  precede 
the  civil,  or  vice-versa,  quite  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  contracting  parlies.  The  civil  cere 
required  to  legalise  the  act. 

—On  the  10th  the  Diario  do  Commeiciooi  Rio 
hears  that  Col.  Sampaio-  Ferraz,  liio's  chief  o 
police,  proposes  to  investigate  trie  "crime  of  Cam 
pinas,  '  as  it  is  called.  It  would  be  interesting  to 
know  what  the  chiel  of  the  Rio  police  has  to  do 
with  a  crime  committed  in  a  provincial  town,  tried 
by  jury  and  all  legal  formalities  -net.  Col.  Ferraz 
must  have  been  upset  by  his  new  epaulets. 

—"The   Ribeiido  Preto  publishes  an  official  an 


—A  gigantic  scheme  lies  been  proposed  at  Mon- 
tevideo for  the  construction  of  great  seaports  at  the 
towns  ol  Trin t a  y  Tres  and  Cerro  Largo  by  improv- 
ing the  Olimar  river  and  Tacuarl  artoyo,  and  by 
opening  communication  with  Lake  Merim  and  other 
inland  lakes  ihrough  (he  duty  river.  The  design 
is  to  improve  north-eastern  Uruguay. 

— At  this  writing  the  country  is  still  anxiously 
awaiting  the  initiation  of  any  movement  looking 
towards  the  reform  of  the  currency  of  the  country 
which  owing  10  the  illegal  course  and  unlimited 
abuses  of  certain  insolvent  banks  is  in  a  deplorable 
condition.  Minister  Uriburu  should  at  least  com- 
pel these  banks  to  he  decently  honest,  but  they  are 
becoming  worse  and  worse,  and  not  a  word  is  said 
and  not  a  deed  done.  It  may  be  said  that  this  re- 
quires time,  but  we  have  seen  how  swift  can  be 
rushed  through  a  bill  to  add  to  the  burden  of  the 
people  and  replenish  the  cash  box  of  the  govern- 
ment.— Buenos  Aites  Herald,  May  31. 

— The  Argentine  minister  of  finance  has  issued  a 
decree  imposing  the  following  charges  on  vessels 
entering  the  "south  basin"  at  Buenos  Aires :  "All 
sea-going  vessels  and  steamers  which  enter  the 
south  basin,  notwithstanding  having  touched  at 
other  parts  of  the  republic  or  the  Oriental  coast, 
will  pay  a  lax  of  2  cents  paper  per  register  tonnage 
for  each  day  they  remain  in  the  basin.  This  charge 
includes  all  passenger  steamers  running  between 
this  port,  Montevideo  and  the  rivers.  All  lighters 
occupied  in  the  port  traffic  which  after  loading, 
transhipping  or  discharging,  remain  in  the  basin, 
will  pay  as  follows:  Steamers  of  50  metres  and 
under  in  length  $io;  do  from  50  lo  75  metres  in 
length  $15;  do  ol  75  to  too  do  $20;  do  of  too 
metres  $25."

—The  May  receipts  of  the  Carangola  railway 
amounted  to  4o,270$7oo.  The  expenses  are  not 
published. 

— The  Villa  Mathias  tramway  Hue  of  Santos  was 
sold  by  judicial  sale  to  Francisco  de  Paulo  May- 
rink  on  the  7th  inst.  for  the  sum  of  500,000$. 

—On  the  t2th  inst.  the  Sorocabana  railway  com- 
pany announced  a  dividend  at  the  rate  of  6  per 
cent,  per  annum  for  the  half-year  ended  On  Apt" 
30th  last. 

—ft  is  announced  that  the  rails  on  the  Santa 
Veridiana  branch  of  the  Paulisla  line  are  nearly 
laid,  and  that  the  road  will  soon  be  ready  lor 
traffic. 

— The  Iluana  line  has  been  granted  permission 
to  build  a  bridge  over  the  Rio  Pirahy  at  a  cost  of 
[1,000$,  which  is  to  be  charged  to  trunk  line  work- 
ing expenses. 

— On  the  5th  the  representatives  of  the  German 
debenture  holders  protested  against  the  fusion  of 
the  Barao  de  Araruama  railway  with  the  Leopol- 
dtna  company. 

—The  intendencia  has  granted  the  Jardim  Bota- 
n'ico  tram  company  the  concession  for  extending  its 
rails  from  the  present  terminus  at  Botafogo  to  the 
military  school  on  Praia  Vermellio.  Work  was 
commenced  at  night  on  the  10th. 

—Telegrams  published  on  the  loth  state  that 
the  governor  of  Minas  Geraes  had  granted  an  inter- 
est guarantee  of  6  per  cent,  for  25  years  on  a  capi- 
ta! of  2,400,000$  to  the  Viacao  Central  do  Brazil 
company  for  an  extension  from  Diamanlina  and 
Serro,  and  granted  preference  to  the  company  for 
branches  from  Itabira  and  Pecanha. 


RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 

—The  April  vita!  statistics  of  Montevideo  show 
637  births  (of  which  60  were  illegitimate  J,  124 
marriages  and  403  deaths. 

—The  Italians  appear  to  be  leaving  the  River 
Plate  quite  as  unanimously  as  they  went  there. 
The  Citta  di  Geneva,  which  left  Buenos  Aires  on 
the  30th  ult.,  look  away  1,200  of  them. 

—The  new  project  for  the  collection  of  50  per 
ceul  of  customs  duties  in  gold,  has  been  very  gen- 
erally condemned  by  the  Argentine  press.  The 
Censor  reminds  the  government  of  the  disastrous 
experiment  of  1^76,  and  insists  that  the  present 
measure  will  be  no  less  mischievous. 

—The  controversy  over  the  illegal  issue  of  cur- 
rency and  ex-Minisier  Pacheco's  part  in  il — the 
latier  now  being  president  of  the  Banco  Nacional 
—led  to  serious  divergence  between  President  Cel- 
man  and  the  new  Argentine  minister  ol  finance 
winch  resulted  in  the  bitter's  resignation  on  the 
9th.  President  Celmaii  then  appointed  President 
Garcia,  of  the  Banco  Hipotecario,  to  the  vacant 
post,  which  means,  ol  course,  that  the  Union  Civ- 
ica  will  have  all  its  work  to  do  over  again.

— Adrtano  do  Valle,  who,  in  a  drunken  "spree," 
fired  a  pistol,  and  was  accused  of  shooting  at  the 
Emperor,  on  July  [51b  last  year,  was  a  passenger 
for  Europe  by  the  Afaiange  which  sailed  on  the  91I1. 

— Peril,  by  its  diplomatic  representative  here, 
endorse.1;  putting  C.  Columbus  on  the  lop  of  the 
Sugar  Loaf.  Chili,  Bolivia,  Ecuador,  Columbia, 
the  Argentine  Republic,  Paraguay  and  Uruguay 
are  expected  to  agree. 

—A  well-informed  local  journal  stales  that  the 
Bishop  of  Paid  has  been  made  arch-bishop  of  Bra- 
zil,  the  Bishop  of  Goyaz  transferred  to  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul  and  bishops  have  been  appointed  for  Goyaz 
and  Para,  by  the  Pope. 

According  to  the  published  accounts  the  trials 
of  perianthopodus  composto—a  new  remedy  for  snake 
bites— were  not  successful  in  Rio,  and  the  inventor 
has  returned  lo  S.  Paulo,  eilher  to  fetcji  better 
snakes,  or  to  perfect  the  remedy.

—The  Positivists  have  protested  against  the  per- 
secution of  fortune-tellers  and  spiritualists  by  the 
police  and  also  against  the  arrest  of  llie  priest  at 
Parahyba  do  Sul  for  opposing  the  sending  of  child- 
ren to  schools  where  no  religion  is  taught. 

— On  the  91I1  inst.  Sr.  Henrique  de  Carvalho, 
who  has  been  under  arresl  charged  with  treason 
since  April  20th,  was  discharged  by  the  military 
commission.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Sr.  Carvalho 
will  make  his  accusers  regret  their  charges. 

— The  celebration  of  the  iilh  inst.  concluded  at 
the  circus.  We  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  the 
Brazilian  navy  is  to  be  classed  with  the  "horse  ma- 
rines," but  why  choose  the  circus,  of  all  places,  to 
celebrate  the  anniversary  of  the  baitle  of  Riachuelo? 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  31st  ullo.  establishes 
two  asylums  for  homeless  children.  The  one,  S. 
Jos6,  will  receive  boys  from  6  to  12  years  of  age; 
the  other,  the  Asylum  of  Unprotected  Children, 
those  from  12  to  14.  There  appears  to  be  no  pro- 
vision (or  girls. 

— The  table  on  which  the  first  decrees  of  the 
Brazilian  republic  were  signed  belonged  to  the  In- 
stitute for  the  Blind.  Gen.  Constant  has  secured 
the  original  and  supplied  a  new  one,  in  every  re- 
spect equal  to  the  original— that  is,  so  far  as  the 
blind  can  see. 

— We  are  all  in  a  tremble.  A  ministerial  crisis 
in  Chili  and  another  in  Buenos  Aires  alarms  one.

— Two  suicides  were  registered  on  tlie  8th.  Tliey 
were  neither  poets,  nor  literary  men. 

—The  cable  announces  the  recognition  ol  the 
provisional  government  by  France. 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  initialed  a  very 
good  rule  on  the  12th  by  refusing  to  grant  a  priv- 
ilege to  a  department  clerk. 

— France  being  the  "mac moral"  of  the  Brazilian 
republic,  it  is  said  that  (tie  141b  of  July  will  be 
commemorated  by  decreeing  the  new  constitution! 

— It  is  rumored  that  the  celebrated  Jhcr  Relfi 

did  not  go  to  Fernando  de  Noronlm  idler  all,  and 
that  he  will  soon  be  seen  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Atlantic, 

— An  expert  speculator  in  lottery  tickets  lias 
been  recently  arrested  who  lias  made  about  3,000$ 
through  selling  prize  tickets  to  dealers,  which 
afterwards  proved  to  be  forgeries. 

— The  anniversary  of  the  naval  combtii  at  Ria* 
cbueto,  where  the  Paraguayans  were  defeated  by 
the  Brazilians,  was  celebrated  on  the  nth  by  a 
military  demonstration. 

— A  decree  dated  on  Hie  7th  grants  exceptional 
powers  to  the  president  of  the  intendencia  muni- 
cipal fur  imposing  lines,  and  defines  the  summary 
manner  in  which  tines  may  be  collected. 

—The  Brazilian  representative  a!  the  Pan-Amer- 
ican Congress  sent  the  pen  with  which  he  signed 
the  arbitration  convention,  to  Hie  foreign  office  here. 
The  blotting  paper  used  was  forgotten. 

— The  governor  of  San  Paulo  has  ordered  the 
enrollment  of  nil  citizens  subject  I"  military  duly 
before  August  1st.  This  will  of  course  include  all 
citizens  naturalized  under  the  decree  of  Dec.  14th. 

— We  have  lo  record  the  death  of  the  original 
holder  of  tlie  privilege  granted  for  the  I).  Pedro  I 
railway,  Sr.  Braga,  which  occurred  on  the  very  day 
that  the  government  granted  an  indemnity  for 
suspending  the  work. 

— The  first  marriage  under  the  civil  marriage 
act  took  place  in  this  city  on  the  7th.  The  minister 
of  justice  and  many  others  were  present,  and  ihe 
minister  asked  (or  the  pen  with  which  the  record 
was  signed. 

—On  the  14th  there  was  110  despacho,  nor  formal 
cabinet  meeting,  and  the  Gits? fa  tie  Aoticius  says 
several  of  the  ministers  were  visiting  Gen.  Barbosa, 
who  was  probably  precipitate  in  rushing  into  print 
to  confound  the  importers. 

—The  Diario  Official  011  the  151I1  contains  llie 
decree  that  provides  for  dispensing  with  bans  un- 
der the  civil  marriage  decree  of  January  24th,  l! 
one  is  in  an  awful  hurry,  horn  three  lo  live  wit. 
nesses  must  be  procured  to  justify  his  haste. 

— In  our  notice  of  the  compliment  paid  to  the 
Chilian  minister  on  the  30th  by  the  Brazilian  naval 
officers,  who  manned  a  boat  and  rowed  him  ashor 
we  omitted  to  specify  thai  a  steam  launch  did  all 
the  bard  work  until  the  boat  was  a  few  yards  from 
the  landing  place. 

— The  statistical  bureau  of  the  department  of  the 
interior  received  its  instructions  nn  tlie  27Q1  nil.  In 
addition  to  taking  a  census,  it  is  expected  to  obtain 
and  compile  data  upon  the  physical,  demographic, 
economic,  commercial,  indusirinl,  political,  adminis- 
trative, moral  and  intellectual  stale  of  the  country. 

— The  inspector-general  of  hygiene  has  ordered 
disinfection  where  cases  of  consumption  have  re- 
sulted fatally.  As  the  danger,  it  any,  lies  in  the 
sputa,  consistency  would  require  disinfection  from 
the  very  moment  the  disease  appears.  \ml  then, 
to  make  sure,  why  not  disinfect  tlie  "haw-k-k- 
who  make  life  a  burden  as  well  as  perilous? 

— The  arbitration  treaty  recommended  by  the 
International  American  Congress  was  formally 
signed  at  Washington  011  April  28th  by  the' 
representatives  of  nine  countries,  viz, :  United 
States,  Guatemala,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  Halva 
dor,  Bolivia,  Ecuador,  Ilayli  and  Brazil.  Three 
other  signatures  were  then  expected  within  a  few 
days. 

—According  to  a  recent  decision  ol  die  custom 
house  authorities  here,  passengers  must  present  lo 
the  captain  of  the  vessel  on  which  they  arrive,  a 
list  0!  their  luggage,  specifying  style  of  package, 
mark,  etc.  The  lists  will  he  delivered  to  the  cus- 
tom-bouse official  visiting  the  vessel  and  serve  as  r 
guide  in  the  delivery  of  luggage.  The  custom 
house  will  require  a  receipt  upon  delivery. 

— On  the  afternoon  of  the  8lh  a  private  of  tin 
71b  infantry,  "with  tlie  sun  in  bis  eyes,"  ran  amuck 
in  the  Campo  Sant'  Anna.  lie  was  armed  with  his 
sabre-bayonet  and  hit  at  every  one  he  saw,  but  was 
finally  captured  by  a  force  of  the  line  sent  for  thi 
purpose.  The  law  of  March  291I1  prohibits  rele 
euce  to  military  discipline,  and  our  authority  is  th 
Jomaldo  Commcrcio. 

— We  would  advise  our  provincial  colleagues  to 
altogether  stop  republishing  articles  from  national 
pens.  Perhaps  a  little  "cold  shoulder"  will  bring 
Brazilian  writers  to  their  senses  about  transcribing 
newspaper  articles.  In  the  meantime,  we  hereby 
give  our  colleagues  the  fullest  permission  and  cor- 
dial invitation  to  copy  all  they  please  from  The 
Rio  News,  with  no  other  price  than  the  customary 
acknowledgment. 

—  Unable  to  obtain  any  satisfaction  in  his  claim 
against  Brazil,  and  not  even  receiving  any  reply 
to  his  letters  to  the  chief  of  state,  Gen.  Franziui 
now  proposes  to  hold  Gen.  Deodoro  responsible 
for  the  injuries  which  he  lias  suffered.  Ii  is  hard  I  v 
creditable  to  tiie  government  that  a  claimant  should 
be  left  without  any  satisfaction,  even  to  the  re- 
paration which  Gen.  Franziui  claims  as  his  due  as 
a  military  officer. 

— It  is  worthy  of  record  that  the  Diario  Official, 
the  Diario  de  Nbtidas  and  the  "paid  columns"  of 
the  Jomal  do  Commcrcio  tairly  bristled  with  in- 
dignation on  Saturday  morning,  the  day  after  the 
publication  ol  the  importers'  protest  against  the 
collection  of  gold  duties.  The  next  day,  however, 
there  was  a  startling  change,  no  denunciatory 
articles  appearing  in  any  ol  the  papers.  Can  it  be 
that  the  cabinet  took  Gen.  Barbosa  to  task  for  Ins 
intemperate  attacks  upon  the  merchants  of  this 
city  ? 


—As  an  answer  to  the  Catholic  parly  probably, 
Gen,  Deodoro  lias  had  a  private  chapel  moulded 
in  his  official  residence. 

— A  tram  driver  of  the  S.  Christovfio  company 
ucceeded  in  killing  an  old  woman  65  years  aid  on 
the  8th,     lie  was  arrested  in  flagrante, 

-The  police  sitlwlelegates  had  a  meeting  on  the 
8th  inst.  to  endeavor  to  secure  from  Col,  Sampaio 
Ferraz  a  clear  description  ot  what  their  duties  are. 

— Among  the  features  of  the  ceremony  of  Inying 
a  COrner-atOtie  Of  a  chapel  in  this  city  on  the  8th, 
was  a  little  girt  carrying  a  banner  and  wearing  a 
Phrygian  cap.     Extremes  do  meet  sometimes. 

—  tf  any  of  our  readers  have  orders  or  lilies 
granted  by  the  empire,  they  are  entitled  to  use 
ibem.  Gen.  Deodoro  ami  Gen.  Alvim  signed  a 
decree  to  this  effect  on  the  71I1  inst. 

— There  is  one  advantage  in  official  documents; 
they  leach  the  use  of  the  second  person  plural  of 
verbs,  Wc  are  so  used  to  the  third  person  sin- 
gular, that  the  lesson  In  grammar  is  good. 

— As  an  offset  to  the  Brazilian  naval  officers 
rowing  the  Chilian  minister  ashore,  Gen.  Deodoro 
went  on  board  the  Magdalem  on  the  Nth  to  take 
leave  of  Sr.  Moreno,  the  Argentine  minister. 

—  A  decree  dated  on  the  31st  ulto.  lorhids 
children  Hying  kites,  which  may  damage  telephone 
wires.  A  decree  Irom  Gen.  Barbosa  declaring 
illegal  a  more  pernicious  form  ol  kite-flying  is 
anxiously  expected. 

— The  last  blow  to  monarchical  usages  has  been 
given  by  Gen.  Barbosa,  who  has  decreed  that  there 
is  no  reason  for  taking  one's  hat  oil  in  Treasury 
departments.  The  blow  given  the  old  boys  at  the 
Treasury  by  this  decision  will  be  terrific  in  its 
effect. 

— 'Ihe  lepers  in  the  hospital  here  celebrated  the 
Holy  Trinity  on  the  1st  inst.  Gen.  Deodoro,  the 
Argentine  minister  and  other  notabilities,  were 
present.  A  procession,  that  of  ihe  distribution  of 
sponge-cake  (pSo  de  lot),  was  a  part  of  the  cere- 
mony.    The  lepers  are  said  to  number  82. 

—On  the  lOtll  inst.  the  Diario  Official  declares 
thai  Inly  14th.  and  not  June  14th,  is  the  day  for 
celebrating  "the  Republic,  the  Liberty  ami  the 
Independence  ol  American  nations."  For  reasons 
best  known  lo  the  Diario,  the  adjective  "South" 
is  omitted  before  "American." 

—  It  is  said  that  the  government  is  resolved  to 
sell  tlie  Ypanema  iron  works  and  that  a  proposi- 
tion has  been  made  for  the  purchase,  comingem, 
however,  on  a  guarantee  of  interest  from  the  state, 
If  a  guarantee  is  lo  be  given,  then  the  stale  may 
as   well  keep  the  burden,  or  close  it  up  altogether. 

—On  the  night  of  the  9th  the  door-plates— or 
rather  "door-post"  plates— of  one  of  the  police  sur- 
geons were  stolen  from  his  residence.  An  insult 
lo  the  doctor  was  evidently  intended,  for  none  of 
his  professional  brethren  are  likely  to  buy  the 
plates  and  sail  under  piratical  colors. 

—On  the  nth  the  inspector  of  the  custom-house 
dismissed  a  number  ot  laborers  caught  with  stolen 
goods  in  their  possession.  Why  Sr.  Bolafogodid 
not  send  the  rascals  to  the  police  and  order  their 
prosecution,  is  not  explained.  Perhaps  stealing 
goods  in  the  custom-house  is  not  criminal. 

The  new  gunboat  Canania  was  successfully 
launched  on  the  nth  at  the  navy-yard,  We  beg 
to  acknowledge  the  polite  invitation  of  Admiral 
Wandenkolk  to  lie  present  at  tiie  ceremony.  Gen. 
Deodoro  launched  the  new  ship  and  afterwards  as- 
sisted ai  the  laying  of  tiie  keels  of  two  new  moni- 
tors, lo  be  built  at  the  navy-yard, 

—On  the  31st  ulto.  ihe  bishop  of  Para  declined 
to  accept  the  leadership  of  the  Catholic  party.  The 
prelate  says  his  duties  as  a  priest  occupy  all  his 
lime,  but  he  advises  his  fellow-citizens  to  combat 
the  decrees  establishing  civil  marriages,  public 
schools  without  religious  instruction  and  the 
lent  separation  ol  church  and  slate. 

— The  local  press  declares  it  is  a  "casual  fact" 
for  a  lad,  II  years  old,  who  went  to  see  a  church 
festa,  to  have  a  dynamite  rocket  explode  on  bis 
head.  If  we  were  police  authorities  we  would 
have  some  ol  these  believers  that  religion  and 
dynamite  rockets  are  inseparable,  sent  to  Fernando 
de  Noronha. 

~Ou  the  9th,  at  a  second  meeting  of  the  Brazil- 
ian historical  society  it  was  decided  10  adjourn  that 
statue  of  C.  Columbus  on  the  Sugar  Loaf.  The 
opinion  seems  lo  be  tiiat  the  pedestal  would  require 
a  statue  quite  as  large  as  that  of  the  largest  Argen- 
tine, and  it  would  be  invidious  to  ask  any  special 
one  to  serve  as  a  model. 

— To  all  of  our  readers  hesitating  on  the  bank 
before  the  plunge  into  matrimony,  we  recommend 
the  perusal  of  Gen,  Campos  Salles'  circular  in  the 
Diario  Official  ol  the  12th  inst.  Whatever  may  be 
Ihe  opinions  to  the  contrary,  the  decree  of  January 
241  h  is  clear  and  the  civil  marriage  formalities  must 
be  complied  with  to  avoid  complications. 

— Srs.  Mello  Harreto  and  Fonseca,  two  of  the 
incorporators  of  the  Lloyd  Brazil eiro,  are  lo  pre- 
sent Barao  de  Jaeeguay,  another  incorporator,  with 
the  decoration  of  the  Cruzeiro,  set  in  diamonds, 
and  to  the  Baroness  a  diamond  set.  The  local 
journals  do  not  mention  yet  what  the  baron  is  to 
present  to  Srs.  Barreto  and  Fonseca. 

— In  pure  innocence  we  ask  if  tiie  government  is 
not  a  trifle  hasty  in  issuing  the  decrees  in  book 
form  P  Those  of  January  are  thus  placed  before 
the  public;  but  there  have  been  so  many  modifi- 
cations in  the  original  decisions  and  decrees,  and 
perhaps  there  will  be  more,  that  it  might  !>e  as 
well  to  keep  tlie  matter  in  the  Diario  Official  for 
a  while  at  least. 

— On  the  1st  insl.  the  Jomal  do  Commercio  hears 
that  the  Brazilian  minister  at  Montevideo  lias  gone 
back  lo  his  post  with  orders  to  celebrate  a  customs 
treaty,  the  liquidation  of  the  Uruguayan  debt  to 
Brazil,  a  navigation  arrangement  regarding  Lagoa 
Mirim  and  Jaguarao  river,  and  the  liquidation  of 
the  Uruguayan  debt  to  numerous  Brazilian  citizens. 
Sr.  Barcellos  will  have  sufficient  amusement  for 
some  time.

—To  avoid  misunderstanding,  we  may  stale  that 
Saluiday,  July  141I1,  is  the  anniversary  of  the 
capture  of  Ihe  Bastille,  and  it  has  been  decreed  a 
holiday  "in  commemoration  of  ihe  republic,  of  the 
liberty  and  the  independence  nl  the  American 
nations."  Discussion  is  useless;  we  do  not  know 
what  a  revolution  in  Paris  had  to  do  with  Ihe  inde- 
pendence ol  American  nations,  bill  as  Auguslc 
Conile  and  Ihe  provisional  government  have  decided 
that  it  did,  there  is  no  use  in  disputing  the  matter.

—On  the  14H1  the  "Acidos,    ltarrilha   e   Chlortl- 
lo  de  Cal"  company  was  organized.     The  capital 
is  300,000$. 

-According  to  Ihe  Gazcta  de  Notitias  another 
/lOO,OOo  In  gold  went  to  Ihe  River  Plate  by  sir. 
%a  faanee  on  the  12th  inst. 

— On  the  17th  subscription  lists  are  to  be  opened 
for  shaves  in  a  tannery,  "Cortume  Nacional."  The 
Capital  asked  is  2,000,000$. 

-The  May  receipts  of  tlie  Pernambuco  custom- 
house weie  044,2(11  $724,  ngninst  757,S86$8o8  last 
year  and  Qa4,2So$750  in  |S8S. 

—An  insurance  company,  with  a  banking  depart- 
ment annexed,  is  in  process  of  organization  at  Nic- 
llieroy,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  The  proposed  capital  is 
1,000,000$. 

—  The  financial  catechism  published  in  the  Jot- 
mil  do  Comma  do  on  the  141I1  is  worthy  of  note, 
but  the  author  has  overlooked  one  question  and  one 
answer,  viz;  Who  is  infallible?  Atlsiver- Jiuy 
Barbosa. 

—On  the  13th  the  importers  of  jerked-beef  sent 
in  their  protest  against  the  20  per  cent,  in  gold  im- 
port duties  (iecree.  They  say  they  were  not  re- 
quested to  sign  the  other  protest,  hence  their  inde- 
pendent action. 

—The  January  returns  ol  ihe  Aracaju  custom- 
house are  dated  May  8th  and  published  in  the  Dia- 
no  Official  of  June  15th.  As  the  whole  receipts 
are  only  8,Soo$,  il  would  be  interesting  to  know 
what  caused  the  delay. 

— According  lo  a  decision  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
7th  hist,,  planters  who  keep  shops  to  supply  pro- 
visions  and  other  necessaries  of  life  lo  their  colon- 
ists, do  not  pay  licenses  as  shopkeepers.  It  will 
be  interesting  to  know  what  tax  the  planters  do 
pay. 

—On  the  I2lh  inst.  the  shareholders  of  the  Ban- 
co Delcredere  determined  to  increase  the  capital 
stock  lo  5,000,000$,  which  increase  is  taken  by  the 
present  shareholders.  The  style  of  tlie  bank  will 
be  changed  Irom  July  1st  to  the  "Banco  de  Depos- 
ilos  e  Descontos." 

— The  governor  of  Minas  Geraes  has  granted  a  6 
percent,  guarantee  on  2,400,000$,  for  prolonging 
ihe  Diainanlina  railway  from  Serra  to  Ferros,  lo 
I  he  Viacao  Central  do  Brazil  company,  and  also 
gives  to  tins  company  preferences  as  to  branches 
to  Ilabira  and  Pecanha. 

—The  Campinas,  S.  Paulo,  provisional  municipal 
authorities  have  reduced  the  house-lax  from  9  to  3 
percent,  on  rent  paid.  The  landlords  in  Campinas 
are  thus  fully  endorsed  in  their  determination  to  let 
that  city  fester,  before  they  will  move  a  hand  to 
improve  its  sanitary  condition. 

— The  minister  of  finance  seems  to  have  been 
made  10  comprehend  on  the  loth  that  there  is 
really  some  need  of  small  money  in  this  city  and  thai 
200$  notes  will  not  meet  the  requirement,  lie  ac- 
cordingly gave  orders  for  the  issue  of  smalt  notes 
of  denominations  ranging  trom  l$ooo  to  2o$ooo. 

—On  the  llthinst.  the  governor  of  Rio  de  Ja- 
neiro decreed  that  all  institutions  subsidized  by 
that  state  must  boh!  their  patrimonies  in  stale  bonds 
and  all  guarantees  or  deposits  under  the  law  must 
also  be  made  in  Ihe  same  securities.  Investments 
and  deposits  in  other  securities  must  be  substituted 
by  stale  bonds. 

—On  the  14th  inst.  the  Diano  Official  contained 
a  categorical  refutation,  clause  by  clause,  of  tiie  pe- 
tition, or  protest,  of  ihe  importers  against  the  gold 
duties.  It  is  awfully  long  and  the  importers  are 
virtually  told  that  Ihe  late  Zacharias  de  Goes  e  Vas- 
concellos  knew  more  about  levying  duties  than  the 
whole  import  trade  together. 

— An  anonymous  writer  in  the  Joinal  do  Com- 
meicio  on  the  4th  inst.  calls  attention  to  the  delay 
in  complying  with  the  contract  for  Ihe  buying  of 
the  Banco  Predial  by  ihe  Banco  Credilo  Real  do 
Brazil.  This  contract  called  for  the  delivery  of 
three  Credilo  Real  shares  for  five  Predial  and  as  the 
former  are  quoted  at  212$,  the  holders  of  the  latter 
would  like  to  realize,  perhaps. 

—  Un  tlie  171I1  subscription  lists  will  be  opened 
for  shares  in  a  great  land  company,  the  capital  of 
which  is  8,000,000$,  to  work  a  contract  with  the 
government  for  the  establishing  of  ten  colonies  in 
the  Paranapanema  valley,  S.  Paulo,  and  also  three 
plantations  already  acquired  and  producing  80,000 
arrohns  of  coffee.  The  Empreza  de  Obras  Publicas 
appears  to  be  sponsor  for  the  new  company. 

—In  Brazilian  securities  there  was  also  consider- 
able buying,  on  orders  from  Rio,  it  it  said,  and,  as 
the  market  was  hare  of  stock,  the  price  advanced, 
although  the  rise  led,  as  usual,  to  some  realiza- 
tions from  abroad,  whence,  however,  a  demand  (or 
some  of  the  railway  bonds  was  reported,  as  these 
latter  now  give  a  larger  yield  than  Brazilian  gov- 
ernment stock  at  Ihe  present  price.— London 
Times,  May  20th.

In  the  earlier  part  of  ihe  month  supplies  of  cattle  from  the 
interior  were  very  small,  but  later  on  increased  considerably 
and  we  estimate  the  total  slaughter  during  the  month  at  about 
6,. 000  head,  in  all  for  the  season  at  about  360,000,  against 
350,000  same  lime  last  year  and  345,000  in  1888.  Killings  in 
Pelotas  will  definitely  cease  on  June  8th  and  up  to  lhat  date 
only  a  few  troops  ot  cattle  are  still  expected.  At  other  places 
in  the  interior  saladero  operations  will  likewise  come  to  an 
early  close,  and  we  do  not  think,  that  the  total  killings  this 
season  will  execced  380,000  head. 

Hides.— Salted  have  continued  in  good  demand,  notwith- 
standing the  dull  news  from  Eur.  pe,  and  prices  have  under 
gone  no  alteration  of  moment.  The  bulk  of  ihe  business 
during  ihe  month  was  done  at  15S  rs.  per  %  kilo  lor  heavy 
ox,  and  126  rs.  per  \i  kilo,  for  light  ox  and  cowhides,  which 
at  the  rates  of  exchange  then  ruling,  were  equal  lo  about 
3  15116 — 3  7|i6  d  stg.  per  J  j  kilo,  f  o.b  with  freight  and  com- 
mission, at  which  prices  the  majority  of  the  saladeiristas  sold 
all  the  hides  to  be  prepared  up  to  the  end  of  the  season.  One 
sale  ofheavy  ox  hides  alone  is  reported  at  164  rs.  per  \i  kilo, 
and  about  3,000  light  ox  and  cowhides  were  sold  for  Genoa  at 
131  rs.  Two  saladeiristas,  who  slill  have  about  6,000  hides 
for  sale,  now  hold  out  for  these  latter  prices. 

Dry  hides  have  continued  in  extremely  brisk  demand  and 
prices  have  further  advanced,  Sales  of  American  iiides  and 
kips  during  the  month  took  place  at  the  parity  of  itjj— n&rf 
stg.jper  kilo,  cost,  steamer  freight  and  commission,  and  barra- 
fneiros  new  hold  out  fur  500  rs.  per  kilo,  which,  at  the  pre- 
sent  rate  of  exchange,  would  be  equal  to  Hj^rfper  kilo,  f.o.b. 
wilh  steamer  freight  and  commission,  The  disposable  slocks 
at  Pelolas  and  Porto  Alegreare  reduced  to  about  8.000  Amer- 
ican hides  and  10,000  kips  and  supplies  from  ihe  interior  are 
quite  insignificant.  Heavy  dry  hides  of  narrow  and  natural 
stake  have   been   sold  at  a   parity  of  131/  sig.  per  kilo.  Cost, 

Horsehair.  -Continues  very  much  sought  after  at  950  rs. 
per  kilo,  baled,  equal  to  i-\%d  per  kilo  f,  0.  b.  with  steamer 
freight  and  commission,  but  supplies  from  the  interior  being 
veiy  small,  sales  have  been  of  no  importance.
